D ecorating Christmas Tree 


In fire stations there s an air of uneasy tension. 


Fires at Christmas time are particularly tragic 
at this the happiest holiday of the year. On this 
most sentimental day thousands of homes and 
apartments are carelessly and unwittingly converted 
into dangerous fire traps — regardless of warnings 
by fire department officials and safety authorities. 


Two years ago fires on Christmas eve killed 23 
persons, most of them children, and in the four-day 
week-end last year took the lives of 54. 


This year, for instance, the nation s fire losses 
may well be over a billion dollars, the death toll 
close to 10,800, according to the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters. 


You can save your life and prevent fires by 
observing the following suggestions offered at this 
time by the National Board: 


♦The Christmas tree is a potential fire hazard 
and caution should be taken in its selection, 
placement in the home, and maintenance. 
*Play safe by choosing a small one. There will 
be 30 million on the market. 


♦Keep the tree outdoors until ready to set it 
up. While it s outdoors, occasionally throw 
water over it. This will keep it moist, fresh. 


*When you bring the tree inside, cut the butt 
slantwise to open the pores, then stand it 


in water or moist earth. 


* Be cautious of chemicals or other substances 
sold for "fireproofing 
trees. In some cases 


this process is ineffective. 


*ln placing the tree, it s best to avoid 
hot 
spots” such as those near the fireplace, stove, 
television set, radiator, or electric bulbs. 


* Never use untreated paper ornaments or un­ 
treated cotton batting or gauze for decoration. 
Cotton and gauze can be made flame-resis­ 
tive by dipping in a gallon of water mixed 
with nine ounces of borax and four ounces 


of boric acid. 


♦Use only electric lights, never candles. Be SLr^ 
too that wires are in good condition and 
bear the UL mark denoting Underwriters 
Laboratories, Inc., which 
shows they have 
been tested for safety. Frayed electric cords 


are a fire hazard. 


♦The switch for turning 
should be placed some 
tree. Never use an outlet or plug under t e 


on the tree lights 
distance from the 


tree o r run electric trains c h o u nd the base. 


•lf decorations are used about the house, do 
not permit them around or near chairs and 
other places where people may smoke. It is 
preferable to have them near the ceiling, we 
above the head of anyone standing up. 


•Keep plenty of ash trays handy during the 
holiday season, as always. 


•lf lights are desired in windows never use 
candles Keep curtains and other flammobk 
material pulled back at least six inches from 


any electric light.

Mr- s,aacke is Still 
■ li\e. but lie retired from busi­ 
e s about fifteen years ago 
and his establishment has been 
successfully conducted by his 
sons in San Antonio under the 
firm name of Staaeke Bros 
We paid Mr. Staaeke nine 
hundred dollars 
for the first 
coach we bought from him in 
1867, when we started our line, 
and we 
purchased 
later 
the 
coach which has been describ­ 
ed, for which we paid $1250 
without the horses. The set of 
harness that was made for it 
was intended for six horses, to 
weigh twelve hundred pounds. 
nit ii was useless to us because 
our animals were much small­ 
er. 
‘ Our 
stage 
line 
extended 
from San Antonio along my old 
mail route to Eagle Pass, on 
the east bank of the Rio Gran­ 
de. The distance to that point 
was one 
hundred 
and 
sixty- 
two miles, and the road was 
good in dry weather. I crossed 
the river there to Piedras Neg- 
ras, now known as Cindad Por- 
ficio Diaz, situated on the high 
banks of the west side, in the 
S t a t e of 
Coahuila, 
Mexico. 
From there it continued south­ 
ward three hundred and sixty- 
two miles to Monterey. 
“ We had, at first, very few 
stations and lost entirely 
too 
much time on account of wet 
weather that 
often 
prolonged 
the trip to seven or eight days 
because of insufficient teams. 
To remedy the defect, suitable 
stations were selected, where 
the animals could be protected 
in the 
wild 
country 
through 
which it was necessary for us 
to pass, 
and we stocked the 
route 
with 
seventy-two 
good 
mules. We were satisfied, be­ 
fore these changes were made, 
that the line would pay if run 
to advantage, and afterwards 
an 
experimental 
drive 
was 
made over the route in five 
days. 
“ The 
road 
between 
Santa 
Monica and Paso de la Laza 
was an unoccupied desert ex­ 
cept by the state-stand on the 
banks of the Rio Sabinas, which 
was abandoned later, on ac­ 
count of the Indians, and there­ 
after we were obliged to make 
a 
ninety-mile 
drive 
between 
Santa Monica and 
Lampasos 
with 
one 
team 
and 
without 
water, after crossing the Rio 
Sabinas. 
“ The town of Lampasos had 
about three thousand 
inhabit­ 
ants who 
were 
sustained 
by 
some irrigated land, and it was 
also a great sheep, goat and 
cattle country. The 
people of 
the t o w n 
manufactured 
by 
hand good Mexican 
blankets, 
and they seemed to be indus­ 
trious, as they were always at 
work. Northeast of the town is 
the Mesa de 
las Cartuhanas, 
that was then known 
as the 
Mesa de Vedura. 
“ From Lampazos to Villal- 
dama, by the way of Sierra 
Colorado Pass 
and 
Galondri- 
nas, is fifty miles. The town 
had about 
four thousand 
in­ 
habitants in 1868, and the sil­ 
ver, copper, and lead mines in 
that vicinity gave constant em­ 
ployment to 
the people. 
The 
leading men in the place 
at 
that time were Marino and Ma- 
chor Sanchez, who were most­ 
ly engaged in the mining busi­ 
ness. 
“ From Vallaldama 
to 
Palo 
Blanco it is thirty-two 
miles 
and from there to Morales the 
distance is eighteen miles. This 
stretch of fifty miles was con­ 
sidered the most dangerous for 
travelers 
on 
the 
frontier 
of 


Mexico. From Vallaldama the 
road passed through a valley 
near the base of the Sierra 
Madre and another 
range 
of 
mountains enclosed it on 
the 
east side. The valley was from 
ten to fifteen miles in width, 
and thirty miles of the distance 
was through a palm tree forest 
with a 
thick undergrowth 
of 
brush that in some places grew 
so close to the road it was im ­ 
possible for two vehicles 
to 
pass each other. 
“ The heights of the Sierra 
Madre were constantly infest­ 
ed by Indians, 
and 
the road 
that lay below them could be 
observed for miles. When tra­ 
velers were seen approaching 
from either 
direction, 
t h e y 
would descend to 
some 
suit­ 
able place in the valley and 
waylay theft in ambush. The 
most dangerous p l a c e 
was 
about six miles from the Palo 
Blanco, Ranch, where the road 
was confined to a narrow pass 
between hills that 
rose 
from 
twenty to thirty feet high for a 
distance of about one hundred 
and fifty yards. Here and 
at 
other places they would make 
a sudden attack, with the re­ 
sult that 
the 
travelers 
were 
murdered generally b e f o r e 
they could offer the slightest 
resistance. I was told by the 
people at the ranch that more 
than seventy-five 
people 
had 
been killed in the pass in about 
twenty years, and I had per­ 
sonal knowledge of a family 
with their children, and several 
other persons that were killed 
there at different times. After 
perpetrating 
their 
murderous 
work, the Indians would flee to 
the 
mountains, 
where 
they 
were safe from pursuit, and it 
is doubtful if large bodies of 
soldiers could have dislodged 
them from their place of re­ 
fuge. 
“ One of our stations, where 
we changed horses, was 
Palo 
Blanco Ranch until it w>as re­ 
moved elsewhere. 
On one of 
my trips 
westward, 
in 
1867, 
when I reached that point the 
people informed me 
that 
the 
Indians had come out of the 
mountains and were depreda­ 
ting in the country along my 
route. The begged me to stay 
with them as they thought it 
probable 
t h a t 
the 
Indians 
would attack 
the ranch; 
but 
as I was not looking for Indi­ 
ans, and did not wish to have 
trouble with them, I only de­ 
layed long enough 
to change 
my team. 
“ When I returned I learned 
that after my departure, about 
five o’clock in the evening, the 
Indians 
appeared 
and 
took 
three children 
into 
captivity, 
after killing two men and one 
woman who were traveling the 
road I 
had 
passed over, 
on 
their way to the ranch for pro­ 
tection, but those at the ranch 
were not molested. 
My 
good 
friend, Jose Sanches, 
was 
in 
charge of it at the time, and I 
believe that he is still alive. 
“ The custom of showing re­ 
spect for the last resting place 
of the dead prevails in Mexico, 
where it has been observed for 
ages. 
Wherever 
a 
murdered 
person has been interred near 
the roadside, a cross is erected 
and many travelers stop there 
to 
pray, 
but 
before 
leaving 
they always deposit some 
to­ 
ken, even if it is a stone, at the 
foot of the cross, though many 
cast a stone on the accumulat­ 
ed pile as they pass. In the val­ 
ley referred to, at one of the 
places I passed, I counted as 
manx as twenty crosses, some 
of them showing markings of 
age. but many, and sometimes 
ten near together, were secur­ 
ed to palm trees and others to 
hushes. An appropriate name 
for it would be, the Valley of 
Death, and I always felt re­ 


lieved after 
passing 
through 
it. On sueh occasions I usually 
adopted 
every 
precaution 
to 


guard against 
surprises, 
and 
when passing the most danger 
ous places I 
and 
my 
armed 


passengers rode on top of the 
coach.
